In regard to independent claims 1,3,5, and 7 the prior art taken either singly or in 
combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest a bi-aspherical type progressive power lens with 
a farsightedness diopter and nearsighted diopter designed to specifically conform to the 
conditional formulas DHf+DHn<DVf+DVn and DHn<DVn; recited together in combination 
with the totality of particular features/limitations recited therein. 

In regard to independent claims 9, 1 5 the prior art taken either singly or in combination 
fails to anticipate or fairly suggest a bi-aspherical type progressive power lens with a 
farsightedness diopter and nearsighted diopter designed to specifically conform to the 
conditional formulas DVn-DHn> ADD/2; recited together in combination with the totality of 
particular features/limitations recited therein. 

In regard to independent claims 21, 22, 23, and 24 the prior art taken either singly or in 
combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest a bi-aspherical type progressive power lens with 
a farsightedness diopter and nearsighted diopter designed to specifically conform to the 
conditional formulas DVn-DVf> ADD/2; recited together in combination with the totality of 
particular features/limitations recited therein.
